In the same paper we find from another letter dated 
Malinta, March 27th,that the bodies of slain Filipi- 
nos were thrown up in piles as part of the intrench- 
ments, others thrown into the deep cuts with a little 
top dressing of earth to make good roads for the 
Hotchkiss guns.

FROM PEN PICTURES OF PHILIPPINE 
FIGHTING. 

From “Pen Pictures of Philippine Fighting,” in 
Boston Evening Transcript of May 12th, we take these. 
Robert E. Smith, of the Second Oregon, writes: 

* Death, suffering and desolation are looking with 
baleful eyes upon the thousands of poor Filipinos — 
men, women, and children — on this unhappy island. 
The faces of women and children have a sad and wo- 
ful expression, and they will perhaps never learn 
the fate of fathers, husbands, and brothers.” 

As indicating the extent of the slaughter, this from 
a sergeant in the Pennsylvania regiment may be 
quoted: “ At Deloma Church, where we came upon a 
detachment strongly intrenched, we buried 431 Fili- 
pinos, while our loss in killed was only one. We 
buried eighteen in one grave at that place.” The 
English observer who has been referred to tells of 
some things hé saw when he reached the front of the 
American army: 

“Said one soldier to me: ‘I didn’t like to fire, the 
beggars were so plucky and exposed themselves so 
bravely; and when we took the trenches there were 
women there, shot down while cooking for their hus- 
bands and brothers. There were lads of twelve and 
fourteen, firing bravely to the last, and old men who 
could hardly see.’ ” 

The Englishman and his party pushed on through 
“four miles of desolation, ruined cottages, untilled 
fields, ashes of once happy homes, with the household 
pottery and kitchen utensils strewed amongst them; 
and here and there a lean cat wandering starved amid 
the wreck.”

THE SPANISH SOLDIERS IN MANILA. 

In the Boston Evening Transcript of May 
9th we find the testimony of Dr. Charles H. 
Lanman of Boston, who has been in the em- 
ployment of our government at Manila. He 
thinks the Filipinos have ability to establish 
and conduct a government of their own. 
He says that before the surrender of Manila 
they had driven the Spaniards out of all 
the islands except three places, and at 
these places no Spaniard dared go a quarter 
of a mile outside. The doctor thinks very 
few of our people have any true idea of the 
intelligence and education of the better 
classes. He says they are industrious, 
peace-loving and amiable. He thinks three 
years about as long as white foreigners can 
safely remain there, and of the 60,000 to 
70,000 Spanish soldiers sent there in the last 
eight years he says about three-quarters have 
died and been buried there. 


IN THE “SAN FRANCISCO STAR.” 

In the San Francisco Star of April 8th we 
find the following statements by a gentle- 
man who has resided at the Philippine Is- 
lands fifteen years, and who is a large owner 
of property there: — 


“IT feel convinced had Admiral Dewey been at the 
head of affairs this ghastly business would never 
have happened. There can be no doubt whatever 
that hostilities were provoked and commenced after 
deliberate premeditation, to serve political ends. 
The semi-official Manila Times and The Freedom, 
[published in Manila under the subvention of one or 
other of the regiments] both admit now that the first 
shot was fired by private Grayson of D Company, Ne- 
braska Regiment. This admission is all the more 
remarkable when one considers that the jingo party 
are in absolute power in the Philippines, and cook 
every report to suit their own palates; at first they 
started with control of the cable, in flagrant abuse of 
all international law, because in the first place the 
cable is not American property, secondly no state of 
war existed, and pending signing of the treaty of 
peace and transfer of the Spanish rights in the cable, 
the latter should have remained neutral and open to 
all. Latterly they have established a censorship of 
the press also; hence any reports emanating from 
Manila papers must be taken for what they are 
worth. Every effort that mortal can invent is being 


made use of to prevent the truth from leaking out and 
allowing the American people to see the fiasco made by 
the Imperialists, who are trusting to time and dis- 
tance to veil their mistakes. It is a matter of common 
knowledge that the military party expected a walk- 
over, or in any case a very feeble resistance would . 
be offered, which would be easily overcome “by a 
vigorous, sharp, and relentless attack,’ and the 
Philippines would be theirs! 

= ‘‘ Relentless it has been with a vengeance, in the in- 
discriminate slaughter of women and children rush- 
ing for safety from their homes, fired by soldiers, 
and the wanton bombardment in the middle of the 
night of defenceless towns and villages, without any 
previous warning to allow non-combatants and women 
and children to be removed to places of safety, con- 
trary to all rules of civilized warfare.” 


In the same paper we find there are at 
least seven millions of people in the islands, 
and that labor is about twenty-five cents a 
day. 

In the same paper of April 15th we find 
how Aguinaldo was induced to assist Dewey 
in the capture of Manila and was supplied by 
U. S. Consul Wildman with arms and ammu- 
nition for that purpose. : 

Mr. T. Cowan, editor of The Manila Times 
(the American official organ), writes under 
date of Manila, Feb. 12th, 1899, that Wildman 
and Pratt for the United States gave Aguinaldo 
definite assurances in the name of the United 
States that independence would certainly be 
granted the Filipinos.

HUMANE EDUCATION AND PROTEC- 
TION OF ANIMALS. 


At the May meeting of the directors of the “‘Ameri- 
can Humane Education Society ” and *“‘ Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals,” 
held on the 17th ult., President Angell reported that 
the Society’s agents had dealt with 901 cases during 
the month, had taken 61 horses from work, and had 
mercifully killed and caused to be killed 84 horses 
and other animals. 

Five hundred and ninety-nine new “Bands of 
Mercy ”’ had been formed during the month, making 
a total of 37,506. Our Society’s Western “Band of 
Mercy ” organizer had organized 214 new “ Bands ”’ 
during the month in the State of Illinois, and the 
Massachusetts organizer had organized 107 new 
“ Bands ” in the towns of Everett, Amesbury, Ips- 
wich, Newbury, Pepperell, Rowley, Marshfield, and 
Danvers, Massachusetts. 


THE PRESIDENT AND HIS CABINET.

(5) How happened it that two months be- 
fore the war was declared against Spain, 
Roosevelt sent a telegram to Dewey to be 
prepared to take aggressive action on the 
Philippines ? 

(6) Did Aguinaldo help us capture Manila 
from the Spaniards, as has been widely pub- 
lished by the press? 

(7) Did an American soldier of Nebraska 
fire the first gun of the war against the 
Philippines ? 

(8) Have some 300 new liquor saloons 
been established in Manila [as stated by the 
press] since our occupation of that city, and 
if so, why ? 

(9) If the Spanish government had been 
permitted to leave Cuba peacefully would 
our armies ever have been sent to the Philip- 
pine Islands ? 

(10) If, as the Baltimore Sun says through 
the Boston Evening Transcript of May 3d, 
the war against the Filipinos has never 
been authorized by Congress, nor the Fili- 
pinos ever incorporated by Congress as 
part of the United States, how can they be 
rebels against a government of which they 
have never been subjects ?

THE GREAT KANSAS CITY “BAND OF 
MERCY” MEETING. 

We were glad to learn on May 4th by let- 
ter from Edwin R. Weeks, Esq., President of 
the Humane Society of Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, that at the great “‘ Band of Mercy” 
meeting held in that city on April 28th [as 
deseribed in May Our Dumb Animals] there 
were not less than twenty-five thousand chil- 
dren and ten thousand adults in the hall dur- 
ing the exercises. 

With the music, singing, addresses and 
repeating the “‘ Band of Mercy” pledge by 
that vast audience it was perhaps the most 
remarkable meeting in the cause of humane 
education ever held in the world. We are 
only sorry that it is impossible for us in our 
little paper to give such a full account of it 
as we should be glad to. 

We see by the Kansas City Times that the 
chief workers in getting up this enormous 
meeting were Mr. Edwin R. Weeks, Presi- 
dent, as above stated, and Mrs. Jessie Mc- 
Kenzie Walker, though many others, in- 
cluding the Board of Education and Super- 
intendent of Public Schools, rendered great 
and most efficient aid. It was a meeting 
worth travelling all the distance from here 
to Kansas City to be present at. Some 
thousands, we understand, were unable to 
get into the hall. 

The influence for good of that meeting it 
is beyond the power of any human being to 
estimate, but it gives promise that 

“ The days are hastening on 
By prophet bards foretold, 
When with the ever-circling years 
Comes round the age of gold; 
When peace shall overall the earth 
Its ancient splendors fling, 
And the whole world give back the song 
Which now the angels sing.” 

Our readers can hardly imagine the happi- 
ness it brings to us to read of this great 
meeting, and to know that over thirty-seven 
thousand of our American Bands of Mercy 
have already been formed, and to re-read, 
as appears on page 36 of our Autobiographi- 
cal Sketches, the kind letter written us by 
Catharine Smithies of England, just after 
she had formed the first ‘‘ Band,” in which 
she says, ‘‘ I do not forget that you it was that 
was the means in God’s hand of beginning the 
Ladies’ Society, one fruit of which is the present 
one.” 

While we claim no personal credit in this 
matter, we are certainly grateful that it has 
been our privilege to aid the formation of 
the first “Band of Mercy’ in the world. 
We would rather have this honor than to 
have held the highest political office in 
America.

DEFENDS THE SPARROW. 


W. N. Craig Reaps A PaPpER BEFORE GARDENERS’ 
AND FLorists’ CLuB. 

The Gardeners’ and Florists’ Club of Boston held a 
meeting in Horticultural Hall last night and listened 
to a paper by Mr. William N. Craig of Taunton upon 
the subject, ‘“‘ The House Sparrow, Is It the Friend or 
Foe of the Gardener and Florist?” Mr. Craig is a 
practical gardener of many years experience. He 
says that while the house sparrow, or English 
sparrow, as it is more commonly called in this 
country, does some harm, the good it does is so im- 
portant that the evil shrinks into insignificance in 
comparison. In fact he calls the sparrow the garden- 
ers’ best friend, on account of the enormous quantity 
of dangerous grubs and worms devoured by him and 
his young. 

Mr. Craig brought copious historical evidence 
from France, Germany and England to show that in 
the long run, after a period of popular outcry against 
the sparrow, it has been found that he is a friend and 
not an enemy. A French governmental commission 


| appointed to look into the matter decided that the 
| house sparrow must be protected or the farmers 


would be driven out by the increasing swarms of 
hostile insects. In England the sparrow clubs were 
soon killed by popular disapproval, for the farmers 
have learned to welcome the presence of the bird 
about their houses and lands. 

Mr. Craig said in conclusion that in Massachusetts

‘“*HOUNDING”? DEER. 


(From New York Times.) 


“‘ Hounding’’ deer has none of the manly 
interests to recommend it. The hounds are 
set on a deer’s track by the guides, while the 
‘‘sportsman”’ leisurely awaits the result on 
the shore of some lake, with his canoe at 
his feet, ready to take him out as soon as 
the deer is driven to the water. This seek- 
ing of water is invariably resorted to by the 
hounded deer, and forthis reason: A hound, 
having better ‘‘staying”’ qualities, can al- 
ways outrun a deer in the end. This the 
latter, desperate and exhausted, with the 
yelping dog fast gaining on its heels, finally 
comprehends, and it knows that there is 
only one remaining way to save itself— 
to throw the dog off the scent. As this can 
only be done by the deer’s swimming through 
some large body of water, it makes for the 
nearest lake. Into this, its last refuge, it 
plunges with what remaining strength it can 
muster. Terrified and out of breath, it can 
barely keep its head above water as it wearily 
strives to reach the opposite shore. A child 
could, in reality, ‘‘ finish’’ it when in this con- 
dition. But instead of that a number of 
sportsmen who have been indolently awaiting 
the advent of the deer, perhaps smoking their 
cigars and reading their newspapers in the 
meanwhile, are taken out in canoes by their 
guides, armed with clubs and shot-guns, to 
their panting, helpless victim. They thensur- 
round the scarcely struggling creature and 
kill it by either blowing its brains out with a 
charge of buckshot or knocking it on the head 
with their clubs. Whichever way it is done 


they have achieved the honor of killing a deer, 
and by the accomplishment of this daring ex- 
ploit are furnished with something to talk and 
boast of for the rest of their lives. 


DID YOU EVER SEE A HORSE CRY? 

“Did you ever see a horse cry?” asked 
Herbert Tennent of a St. Louis Globe- Demo- 
erat reporter. ‘‘ Many people believe that 
horses do not weep, but those who have had 
much to do with these faithful creatures 
know that on several occasions they will 


| shed tears, as well as express sorrow in the 


most heart-breaking manner. In the West, 
where the hardiness of the ponies causes 
the riders to almost overlook the necessity 


| of providing for their needs, it is quite com- 
that we were so impressed with the impor- | 


mon when the weather is extremely cold to 


| leave an unblanketed pony tied up for two 


or three hours when the temperature is 
nearly zero, and while its owner is trans- 
acting business or getting drunk. In this 
case the suffering is evidenced by the cries 
which are almost like sobs, and unmistak- 
able tears freeze on to the cheeks like 
icicles. When a horse falls in the street 
and gets injured the shock generally numbs 
the senses so much that it does not either 
ery or groan, but under some conditions an 
injured horse will solicit sympathy in the 
most distinct manner. I remember a favor- 
ite horse of my own which trod on a nail 
long enough to pierce its foot. The poor 
thing hobbled up to me on three legs and 
cried as nearly like a child in trouble as 
anything I can describe. The sight was a 
very touching one, as was also the crippled 
animal’s gratitude when the nail was pulled 
out and the wound dressed.” 


MARVELOUS INSTINCT OF A CAT. 

The marvelous instinct of an animal is 
said to sometimes be a sure warning of im- 
pending danger. It seems to be the case of 
the pet cat of the steamer City of Kingston. 
This animal, a large yellow one of no par- 
ticular recommendation except its purring 
proclivities, has long been attached to that 
vessel, and not even the most persuasive 
coaxing could induce it to leave the confines 
of the ship. It has never been known to 
miss a trip. 

When the Kingston arrived in Seattle 
from Victoria early Sunday morning, for 
some mysterious reason the feline went 
ashore, and when the time came for the de- 
parture for Tacoma, which resulted in the 
disaster to the Kingston, the animal refused 
to be coaxed aboard. Finally, a saucer of 
milk proving unavailing, one of the ship’s 
crew took the cat in his arms and carried 
it aboard the vessel, but just as the lines 
were hauled in and the steamer was leav- 
ing the dock, the sagacious puss sprang 
from the Kingston to the wharf and disap- 
peared in a pile of bags. It is now alive 
and the admiration of all hands at Yesler 
wharf.—Post Intelligencer, Seattle.

Lord Coleridge said that after careful in- 
vestigation he entirely disbelieved that vivi- 
section led to discoveries that tended to alle- 
viate human suffering, and that even if the 
vivisectors by their tortures of animal life 
could make us live a hundred years it would 
be a miserable exchange for the expulsion of 
pity from the human heart. 

Canon Wilberforce said he only wished he 
could throw on an illuminated sheet the 
abominable horrors carried on in the name of 
vivisection, and declared experiments on 
animals applied to human beings were al- 
most certain to lead to wrong conclusions. 


REFUSED TO COUNTENANCE VIVI- 
SECTION. 

Mr. J. Rawlinson Ford (let the name be 
remembered), Chairman of the Council of 
Yorkshire College, England, has resigned 
from the Council, where he has done service 
for twenty-five years, on account of the in- 
tention of the college authorities to take 
out a license for vivisection.

FOOD ADULTERATIONS. 


We see that the chief chemist of our National 
Department of Agriculture has recently testified be- 
fore “The Senatorial pure food investigating com- 
mittee” that fully ninety per cent. of the articles of 
food and drink manufactured and sold in this 
country are fraudulently adulterated. If in addition 
to the three hundred liquor saloons established in 
Manila since the American occupation | whether they 
sell pure or adulterated liquors we cannot say] be 
added the adulterated articles of food and drink that 
we are now sending and may hereafter send to the 
Philippine Islands, China, etc., etc., somebody will 
evidently make lots of money. Twenty years ago we 
spent a good deal of money and a vast deal of time in 
investigating and exposing the dangerous and poison- 
ous articles then sold in our markets. In one in- 
stance we succeeded in stopping an immense manu- 
facture of so-called ‘‘Marbleized Iron” cooking 
wares, which in the words of our most prominent 
Harvard University chemist were ‘alive with 
poison,” [containing large quantities of soluble lead.]} 
These wares were being used not only in hotels and 
restaurants, but even in hospitals to feed the sick. 
The manufacturers threatened to sue us for possibly 
a hundred thousand dollars damages [which sum 
they could surely never have gotten from us], but 
finally concluded to close their factory, discharge 
some hundreds of hands and secure for future use 
cooking wares that were not poisonous. They were 
probably not aware that their products were poison- 
ous and offered to take back what they had sold. 
But we sometimes wonder what became of all these 
wares which they took back and whether any of them 
can now be [or hereafter will be] found at the Philip- 
pine Islands or in China or Japan.
